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Our First War Year 
onb y ear ago our army consisted of 9 ,524 officers and 202,510 enlisted 
men; it now numbers 123,800 officers and 1,529 ,000 enlisted men. Sev­ 
eral hundred thousand of these men are now in Europe taking part in the 
greatest battle in history . 
Our ordnance department Is now spending 
about $13,000,000 a day , which is just about the amount it annually ex ­ 
pended in peace times. 
Our production of rifles is now 11,550 a week, 
against 2,500 a week in September, 19 17. 
To feed our army 3,000 cattle 
must be slaughtered every morning. 
Our navy , including the marine corps, consisted on April 6, 19 17, of 
83,738 officers and men; it now numbers 352,752 officers and men. 
For 
months our war vessels have been patrolling the ocean routes and have 
accounted for many submarines and convoy ed thousands of ships carry ing 
men and supplies to Europe. 


A y ear ago there were building or authorized for our navy 123 ves­ 
sels; since then hundreds of submarine chasers and other small-ty pe vessels 
and a number of destroy ers have been completed, and contracts are now 
ex isting for more than 9 00 vessels. 
We have the greatest wireless service 
in the world, stretching from Alaska to Panam a and to Hawaii and the 
Philippines. 


Between the dates of July 1, 19 17, and March 16, 19 18, the treasury 
collected and disbursed more than $11,000,000,000; for the corresponding 
period of the preceding y ear its collections were less than $1,000,000,000. 
It has financed the war, supplied all our own and a great part of our allies’ 
money needs, with absolute success. 


The treasury has sold to more than 20,000,000 American citizens 
nearly $10,000,000,000 of Liberty bonds and $100,000,000 war savings and 
thrift stamps. 
It has loaned to our allies, taking their obligations therefor, 
more than $5,000,000,000. 
Its bondholders have increased from 300,000 to 
more than 12,000,000, and it is collecting income tax es from 7,000,000 
(estimated) persons, against a few hundred thousand a y ear ago. 
The war risk insurance bureau of the treasury in the last y ear has 
insured 12,000 vessels and cargoes for $7 86 ,517 ,000; the premiums were 
$35,000,000, the lasses $23,000,000, and ex penses $57,000. 
It has issued 
722 policies on the masters and crews of merchant vessels covering 56,000 
individuals Insured for a total of $9 2,000,000; the premiums have been 
$661,000, the losses $161,000, and ex penses $16,000. 
Under the soldiers’ 
and sailors’ insurance law thp treasury has Insured the lives of more than 
,1,500,000 members of the military and naval forces of the United States 
for a total of more than $12,000,000,000. 
In February $20,000,000 was 
.paid out In allowances to the dependents of our soldiers and sailors. 
Other large activities of the treasury were the seizure of the Interned 
enemy vessels in this country , the lending of $75,000,000 by the federal 
-farm board to the farmers of the country , the work of the federal reserve 
¡By stem, and the capita! issues committee, the liquidation of enemy insur­ 
ance companies, the work of the customs service in guarding the imports 


equalod the record week since 19 16. 
During the week 39 ,130 cars of anthracite were loaded. 
This is an 
increase of 1,370 cars over the previous week and an increase of 1,832 
cars over the corresponding week of last y ear. Reduced to tons, the increase 
for the week was about 68,500 over the previous week and 9 1,600 over 


the corresponding work of last y ear. 
In the bituminous fields the reports show 19 1,139 cars loaded, as 
against 185,9 76 for the week ended April 13 and 173,064 for the corre­ 
sponding week last y ear. 
Measured in tons the weekly y ield was an in­ 
crease of about 258,150 over the previous week and 9 53,750 over the 


corresponding week of 19 17. 
The reports complied for the y ear up to April 1 
s h ow a steadily 
increasing production for the y ear, with the ex ception of the month of 
January . 
Production for January fell oft 4.000,000 tons, as compared with 
last y ear; by the end of February this shortage had been reduced to 750,- 
000 tons, while by the end of March the mines had produced 7<>0?000 tons 


more than for the corresponding three months of last y ear. 
The Fuel Administration cannot he satisfied with a max imum produc­ 


tion equaling that of last y ear, or even with the increased production evi­ 
denced by the present figures. 
The war demands for coal call for a vastly 
increased production and a prompt movement of the 
p r od uc t to the points 
of consumption. 
It will, therefore, ex pend its efforts toward a vastly in­ 
creased production, aiming first of all to get the domestic needs out of the 


way before cold weather starts.

the original purpose, $100 was given to the Red Cross, other small amounts 
added, and together with the donations of the school children the total 


was brought up to $159 . 
This money was obtained by selling furs, cutting ivory and longshoring 


for the ships that visit their isolated homes.

We carried no rations with 
ha, bu t at certain places along the 
line the train stopped, and we got 
ou t to eat, ou r meals. At every rail­ 
road 
statio n they have booths 
or 
cou nters, and French girls work day 
hntl night feeding the poilu s. Jt was 
h wonderfu l sight to see these girls, 
and it made you feel good to think 
you were going to fight for them. 
It was not only what they did, bu t 
the way they did it, and it 
is 
at 
things like this that the 
French 
beat the world. They cou ld tell ju st 
what kind of treatm ent each poiln 
needed, and they saw to it that he 
got it. They took special pains with 
the men of the Legion, becau se, as 
they say, we are “strangers,” and 
that means, “ the best we have 
is 
you rs” to the French. These French 
women, you ng and old, cou ld be a 
mother and a sweetheart and a sis­ 
ter all at the same time to anv hairy 
old ex-convict in the Legion, and do 
it in a way that made him feel like 
a little boy at the time and a rich 
chu rch member 
afterwards.

So, when a section of the Legion 
came throu gh a certain little town 
a short time before we did. the in­ 
habitants were 
mu ch 
frightened. 
They han never seen legionaries be­ 
fore, bu t they had heard of them. 
“ It is the Germans, the desparate

Legion,” 
they 
said. 
“ What will become of the tow n?” 
The men got ou t of the trains and 
wandered abou t th e little town, and 
some of them wanted to bu y tobacco 
or vinno or whatnot. 
Bu t every 
shop was closed 
and 
barricaded. 
Every 
person they came to 
ran 
away as fast as he or she cou ld, and 
nobody wou ld have a thing to do 
with them. 
This made the men pretty mad, 
natu rally. 
A great 
many soldiers 
or sailors wou ld have broken u p the 
whole place, bu t th e men of the Le­ 
gion knew discipline, for they really 
are prou d of the regiment and do not 
want to disgrace it. So while these 
men were angry and insu lted, they 
behaved themselves. 
They really did need tobacco and 
a few other things, so they took the 


while! 
If any part of the line is u nder 
fire, the gu ide at the head of the line 
is on the lookou t for shells,

This is done so 
that you will have plenty of room 
to fall down in, and becau se if a 
shell shou ld find the trench, there 
wou ld be fewer casu alties in an open 
formation than in a closed. 
The 
German artillery is keen on com­ 
mu nication trenches, and whenever 
they spot one, they stay with It a 
long time. Most of them are cam ou ­ 
flaged along the top and sides, so 
th at enemy aviators can not see any­ 
thing bu t the earth or bu shes, when 
they throw an eye down on 
ou r 
lines. 
We took over ou r section of the 
front line trenches from a « French 
line regiment tha t had been on the 
job for twenty-fou r days. 
That was 
th e longest, time I have heard of 
any troops remaining on the firing 
line. 
Conditions at the front and ways 
of fighting are changing all the time, 
as each side invents new methods 
of bu tchering, so when I try to des- 


dope at Fritz, and fou ght the cooties 
bu nd to hand. 
There was plenty of food in the 
trenches most of the time, thou gh 
once in a while, du ring a 
heavy 
bombardment, the fatigu e— u su ally 
a corporal’s gu ard— wou ld get killed 
in the commu nication trenches, and 
we wou ld not have time to get ou t 
to the fatigu e and rescu e the gru b 
they were bringing. Sometimes you 
cou ld not find either the fatigu e or 
the gru b when you got to the point 
where they had been hit. 
Bu t as 1 say, we were well fed 
most of the time, and got second 
and third helpings u ntil we had to 
open ou r belts. 
Bu t as the Limeys 
say: 
“ Gaw blimey, the chu ck was 
rou gh.” 
They served a thick sou p 
of meat and vegetables in bowls the 
size of wash basins, 
black coffee, 
with or withou t su ga r— mostly with­ 
ou t!— and plenty of bread. 
Also, we had preserves in tins, 
ju st like the Limeys.

As many times as 1 went on listen­ 
ing post du ty, I never did get to 
feeling homelike there, exactly.
